Agriculture's pert to the Na­ 
tional Defense Program was the 
dominant thought et the Nation­ 
al AAA Conference held to Wash­ 
ington recently, Texas delegates 
to the meeting pointed out on 
their return, according to A. E. 
Boyd, chairman of the Comanche 
County AAA committee. 
In developing recommendations 
for the 1942 National Farm Pro­ 
gram 
the 
delegates 
considered 
earefu’ly the Important part the 
farm program must play in the 
defense program by encouraging 
greater conservation of the sot;, 
giving greater assistance to the 
small 
farm er, 
and encouraging 
production of am ple supplies of 
the foods needed both to this 
country and in other countries, 
the State AAA office has reported 
to the local <om m lttoe. 
The com m ittee chairm an de­ 
clared that the conference gave a 
practical dem onstration 
of 
the 
unity of agriculture in its determ ­ 
ination to do its full share in 
the defense of the nation 
Ttie conference, which was a t­ 
tended by farm er S tate com m ittee­ 
men and AAA officials from every 
state to the nation, adopted a 


defense, including a recommenda-| 
tion that farmers avoid specula­ 
tive expansion and reduce debts, 
and build up reserves of cash and 
farm commodities during the pres­ 
ent period of Industrial activity. 
As measures to prevent Inflation, 
the conference urged higher taxes 
on excess profits, incomes, and 
luxury items and more Intense 
efforts to eell defense bonds and 
stamps. It also urged that, due 
to shortage of farm labor to some 
areas, priority be give to produc­ 
tion of farm machinery and parts, 
and that a balance be maintained 
between 
farm 
and 
industrial 
prices. 
The national conference pro­ 
posed a change in the method of 
computing farm payments, which 
would 
eliminate 
the

(made on general crops such as 


crops as wheat, cotton, and iobac 
co and earn payments for planting 
within their allotments of these 
crops, the AAA committeeman was 
informed. 
Strengthening of the Ever-Nor­ 
mal Oranary and make ting quota 
provisions of the national farm 
program also were recommended, 
and new soil-building practices 
were proposed, including a sepcial

Texas ranches to Interstate points 
and the Fort Worth stockyards 
during May lagged 5.1 per cent 
behind those in May, 1940, the 
University of Texas Bureau of 
Business Research reports. 
Shipments totaled $.425 cars, 
made up of 4.863 cars of cattle. 
803 cars of calves. 1.045 cars of 
hogs and 1.624 cars of sheep. 
Only hogs showed a gain over I 
the corresponding month a year 
ago—34.7 per cent. Cattle de­ 
clined only a fraction of 1 per 
cent, calves 25.2 per cent and 
sheep 20.4 per cent. 
Total shipments for the first 
five months of 1941 were only 3.4 
per cent under those of the simi­ 
lar period of 1940.

Beas- 
j ley declared. “Prospective employ- 
! ers should consult local represen- 
, tatives of the Texas State Em­ 
ployment Service.” he explained, 
i “as this is the duly-constituted 
\ agency for referring WPA work­ 
ers and other persons seeking prtv- 
1 ate jobs to employers.” 
Rolls of the WPA are constantly 
j open to private employers, Beaz­ 
ley emphasized, and no worker 
who refuses a bona fide offer of 
employment will be retained by 
WPA. This regulation is based on 
the following section of the WPA 
ap p ro p riatio n act: 
“No person in need who refuses

Feeding chickens lor more eggs 
h a real opportunity for farm 
families to add to their incomes, 
following announcement of a De­ 
partment of Agriculture plan for 
supporting the market price of 
eggs during the next two years. 
Jennie Camp, Extension Spec­ 
ialist in home production plan­ 
ning. has pointed out that plenty 
of feed for farm poultry flocks 
means more eggs, and more eggs 
help asstre ample food supplies 
for this country, and other coun­ 
tries resisting aggression. Since 
commercial 
poultrymen 
already 
are feeding to get the most pos­ 
sible eggs, the increase must come 
from 
special 
feeding 
of 
farm 
flocks. 
Here are some tips George Mc­ 
Carthy, Extension Poultry Hus­ 
bandman, gives farm families on 
the expansion of their poultry 
flocks. "Feed plenty of mash* 
either home mixed or commer­ 
cial. and all the grain the hens 
will clean up at night. Keep fresh, 
clean water where the hens can 
get to it easily at all times. Wet 
mash is an excellent appetizer. 
It should be fed In a crumbly 
.state, and once started must be 
kept up. Extra eggs will pay for 
the additional work.”

ITomatoes For|

A program to expand the pro­ 
duction of tomatoes for canning 
by percent to meet probable de­

To meet current require­ 
ment.-, the Federal Surplus Com­ 
modities Corpora* ion will request 
bids from canners for offers for 
comparatively small amounts.
